The Second Annual PCA Tour to the Inter- 
national Porsche Treffen is now history and all 
that remains for some 160 PCAers are wonderful 
memories of perhaps the most fabulous vacation 
they have ever experienced. Can we ever forget 
the heart-warming welcome on the part of the 
Porsche “family”? of the outstanding service 
given by the Lufthansa Airlines? 


From the very beginning, the cocktail party 
sponsored by Lufthansa on the eve of our de- 
parture, the feeling of sincere friendliness of 
everyone was evident. 


The two planes took off from Idlewild early in 
the afternoon of Monday, September 28, with the 
sun shining on us, as it did for the following 
three weeks.

After an outdoor lunch- 
eon on the castle grounds, we were escorted to 
our various hotels.

The rest 
of the day and evening were free time, which we 
put to good use in catching up on the sleep we 
missed during the flight over (much frolicking— 
no sleep). 


Our escorts picked us up at our hotels at 9 
A.M. Wednesday morning and led us to Stutt- 
gart-Zuffenhausen (also an introduction to auto- 
bahn driving and this is the craziest—no speed 
limits).

We looked down with great expectation from 
the Schloss Solitude at the sight of 101 Porsche 
356B’s this bright sunny day in September. 
Finally, as our name was called, we moved for- 
ward towards the stairs, there we were met by 
Mr. Ferry Porsche . . . then down to the lawn 
where Mr. Hans Ernst took us out to meet the 
brand new 75 HP 1600 Super, Porsche Type 
356B that awaited us. 


As you first take a close inspection look at the 
new Porsche face, many of the old timers will 
immediately say “we don’t like it.” It’s new and 
different, since we haven’t seen something new 
and different in Porsche’s outside appearance for 
many years, it is only natural to be a little taken 
back by this old friend’s new look. 


The front, with the bumpers off, is absolutely 
beautiful. At once you recognize the front, from 
headlight to headlight, as being the picture of an 
RS Spyder. The new, very wide chromy hood 
ornament, we frankly didn’t like when we first 
saw it and haven’t changed our mind. This 
seems to be changed for the sake of adding some- 
thing new to the already new front end. It’s like 
a big chrome nose on our friend’s new face. We 
would prefer that this hood ornament be left off, 
thus leaving a clean hood line to blend with the 
simple gold Porsche name on the front, or the 
old type hood ornament. 


Another change to the front we weren’t crazy 
about was the greatly enlarged parking lights. 
These take on the appearance of a large chrome 
bees’ nest. 


The new additional air scoops below the front 
bumper have a practical function of directing 
air towards the front brake drums. Of course, 
if you install fog or driving lights, you cancel 
this new advantage. 


The raising of the fenders and headlights was 
necessitated by rumored new U.S. laws setting 
minimum heights on headlights. While on the 
subject of headlights, we thought that their new 
position did help their use somewhat. However, 
it is still possible to overrun your lights while 
traveling at high speeds at night. The real solu- 
tion is to install a headlight relay. 


The rear of the 356/B will also be the subject 
of like and dislike. 


We have never been a fan of the single, com- 
bined tear-drop type tail light. In Europe, they 
use, of course, red driving lights; but their brake 
lights are amber. The amber when contrasted 
with the red does a good job. When you have 
both sides of your tear-drop type tail light red— 
mistakes can happen with the result that the man 
behind comes into the engine compartment. Some 
years ago, Motor Trend Magazine gave a lot of

praise to Porsche for their two individual tail 
light system . . . then came that questionable 
change. It certainly looks prettier, but efficient 
and noticeable lighting is what we want back 
there. 


The large bumper guards containing the ex- 
haust pipes in the rear, will, of course, be con- 
troversial as they have been in the past. The 
bumper guards on our car after a day’s use, has 
big ugly black rings on them. 


The license plate lights are now in the rear 
bumper and the back-up light is below the 
bumper. 


You probably have never really noticed that 
Porsche always had red reflectors below their 
rear lights. On the new car, you can’t help but 
notice that fact since they squat above the tail 
lights directly on the line of the rear fender. 
Oh, how we grew to hate the positioning of those 
reflectors. In Europe, they are placed below the 
bumper and if you look sharp, you will see a 
chrome screw on each side of the lower part of 
the bumper. This is exactly where the European 
Porsches have the reflectors. The reason they are 
so high on the U. S. Porsche is again the mini- 
mum height deal. We vote for some research 
into incorporating the reflector into the tail light 
as our cousin, Volkswagen, has done. 


To sum up outwardly appearance impressions, 
we can’t help but feel the new 356/B face will 
be a hit . . . on the other hand, although the 
basic design is in the right direction, somewhere 
it gets sidetracked in the land of chrome and 
splash. 


We like the new steering wheel, but frankly 
didn’t exactly fall in love with the new combina- 
tion turn signal, headlight flasher, high and low 
beam selector lever on the steering column. This 
definitely takes time to get used to . . . we found 
ourselves reaching our hand over there one time 
to lower our headlights while doing some strenu- 
ous cornering. This, we could do without. The 
new steering wheel is a three spoke affair. After

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making such a pitch about all instrument buttons 
being now black to prevent reflections in the 
windshield, we wonder why the spokes of the 
steering wheel were left in their natural metallic 
brilliance—you do get reflections. 


The headlight switch and the hand throttle are 
now located up high on the dash. Their location 
invites the dangerous practice of putting them 
into operation by extending your hand through 
the steering wheel. Don’t ever get caught in a 
curve, while turning on the headlights with your 
hand through the steering wheel . . . things will 


happen. 

Improvement in the ventilating department is 
apparent with the addition of quarter windows as 
standard except for Roadster bodies. The lower 
air vents formerly used, have been discontinued 
—we would prefer that they had been retained, 
thus providing, with the quarter windows, the 
ultimate in ventilation. The quarter window will 
be a boom for the family man that desires to get 
a little fresh air while not directing a draft on 
the children in the back. 


Another welcome improvement is the rear 
window defroster operating off of the regular 
heating system. 


Definitely, the outstanding feature of the new 
interior is the new gear shift lever. This now is 
the real man-size lever which we found, com- 
bined with the short throw, enabled us to down- 
shift into first on the Swiss Alps with the greatest 
ease and comfort. No more will be heard the 
complaints of the lever or the throw . . . this is 
the answer. 

The old familiar hump, in front of the rear seat 
for the transmission linkage, is now a thing of the 
past. Now there is a flat plate covering the 
opening for the linkage. This necessitated the 
design of a new front transmission housing. The 
new design of the transmission housing required 
a change in the front transmission mounting 
design. The factory has now gone back to the 
single large rubber mount similar to that used 
on the type 356 models. Therefore, you cannot 
install anew type transmission in a 356/A model 
Porsche. 


The rest of the interior is the same except for 
the new bucket type seat arrangement in the rear. 
This, again, is a big improvement that the ma- 
jority of people will like. The head room is 
increased and the one side can be lowered to 
carry luggage while a passenger uses the other 
side. It hasn’t turned the Porsche into a 4- 
seater but it will be a boom to you PCAers with 
kiddies. 

As we drove this 1600 Super throughout Eu- 
rope, we began to appreciate the fine job the 
factory has done on the new brakes. These are 
superb, never was there the feeling of fade. We 
had some pulling to one side at one stage of the 
tour, but this was just a matter of proper adjust- 
ment. 


The Super was master of the road, acceleration 
was excellent, never did our Zenith carburetors 
give that famous cough. The ZF steering intro- 
duced some time ago was a joy. 


Our car was fitted with Michelin X tires and 
Koni shocks. The ride with the Konis which 
were set at stock adjustment, was a little firmer 
than with ordinary Porsche shocks. This firm- 
ness was not unpleasant and lent a lot to the 
handling. We have never had much luck with 
the Fichtel and Sachs shock absorbers now used 
only on the Normals. We never had a chance to 
use the Michelins in the rain, but we would have 
been ready since we were equipped with one of 
the best tires for all around Porschering. 


The new muffler gives a gutty tone. We no- 
ticed a tendency for it to give a little “backing 
off’ as the hot rod boys would say. This, for 
the unfamiliar, consists of a small amount of 
crackle and pop as you let up on the gas. Noth- 
ing unpleasant, but kind of a nice and hairy 
concerto for the enthusiastic PCA driver. 

We never had a bit of chatter from our clutch. 
We did have to readjust the pedal clearance once 
after it had been serviced by a Porsche agency. 
We definitely feel that one reason for the prob- 
lems with Hausserman clutch pressure plates 
has been the lack of proper clutch pedal throw 
adjustment. There is a need for a more specific 
realization of proper adjustment than in the past. 
There is also a need for a better quality control 
on the part of the Hausserman people who make 
this product. Porsche has been at their mercy 
too long. When every ’58 or 59 Porsche you 
know of has had at least one Hausserman go bad 
in the first year, something is wrong and should 
be corrected. Let’s hope there has been a lot of 
research and development on the breakage of this 
type clutch pressure plate. 


The Porsche line is now complete for PCAers. 
The 1600 Normal will provide for many people 
everything that they desire. We would suggest 
that if you order a Normal, you get the Koni 
shocks and the compensating spring for better 
handling, particularly if you do a lot of high 
speed touring on roads that make demands on a 
car’s cornering ability. The 1600 75 HP Super 
has it for the person that desires a little bit more 
in the way of acceleration and seems to be the 
ideal car for rallying here in the states. The 
Super 90 is just the thing for the PCAer that 
thinks in terms of all-out performance. 


We drove a Super 90 for some two or three 
laps on the Solitude race course. Its handling 
was definitely better, being fitted with the new 
rear compensting spring. It seemed docile in the 
low range, while it really poured it on from 
4,000 to 5,800 . . . this rpm range is where it 
loves to run. The two big Solex 40 PII-4 car- 
buretors look strange sitting there on a push rod 
engine. The Super 90 is not going to run away 
from a GT Carrera . . . this was very obvious as

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NOVICE MEETS PORSCHE 


A Chronicle of the Beginnings of a 
Strong Friendship 


Can you remember way back when you drove 
your Porsche for the very first time? Not just 
a spin in someone else’s car for a mile or two, 
but to crawl behind the wheel of your own 
Porsche and wonder what she would do, and 
what you could do with her. 


Bessie V and I were introduced on the lawn 
of the Schloss Solitude. Descending from the 
balcony, I thought I would have found her amid 
the 101 new Porsches without much difficulty. 
And as I approached her, an uncommon pride of 
ownership was more warming than the Stuttgart 
sun, The gleaming silver purity of line, the neat 
black top—her whole configuration was instantly 
appealing. But the old saying—“Looks aren’t 
everything”—popped into my mind and I 
couldn’t help wondering if her performance 
would match her looks. 

While everyone else on the green was com- 
paring the improvements of his new beauty over 
the one he left state-side, | was busy with basic 
facts—How do you make it go? When I men- 
tioned my ignorance to the gentleman who had 
introduced me to Bessie, he looked as though 
he wished that he had drawn someone else from 
the list of names, but he valiantly down-geared 
his thinking from college engineering to 8th 
grade basic science. 


“Is this your first Porsche?” “Yes.” 
“Have you ever driven a Volkswagen?” “No.” 


And with a hint of desperation in his voice, 
“Well, have you ever driven a foreign sports 
car?” The answer was still no. 


Probably what had led him down the primrose 
path in the first place was the fact that Bessie is 
equipped with bucket seats, and quite naturally 
he assumed that he was going to have a real 
Pusher on his hands. What he didn’t know 
was that the buckets were a product of an even 
more abysmal ignorance about the refinements 
of a Porsche last May when Bessie was ordered. 


And don’t think the word didn’t get around 
about these crazy American women drivers. By 
the time Herr Schubert was ready to escort us to 
our hotel, I was given the place of honor—second 
in line. The others fell in behind—the better to 
pick up the pieces, no doubt.

dipped to a dangerous 1500 and I had to shift. 
Believe me, the habits of driving stick-shift

In all the confusion I somehow managed to 
down-shift from 2nd on acceleration instead of 
going into 3rd. Bless synchro-mesh gears. Bessie 
jumped as though she’d been raked with a rowel. 
(For you Easterners, this has the same effect as 
having an ice cube dropped down your back at a 
cocktail party.) I may have been the cowgirl at 
this rodeo, but obviously the horse was smarter 
than I. 


The other remembrance of that hectic drive to 
the hotel was of the clown who insisted on climb- 
ing up my exhaust pipe. Only I could never 
catch him at it. I’d become aware of this engine 
right behind my ear, but as quick as I was to look 
in the mirror, he was able to drop back a safe 
2 or 3 car lengths before I could catch him 
crowding my bumper. So I thought, “O.K., 
Buster, if you want to play games it’s all right 
with me. But you’re going to have to watch out 
for yourself and me, too, because I have my 
hands full of steering wheel and gear lever, and 
I'll be darned if I’m going to add you to my 
worries.” As I say, driving American-made cars 
isn’t nearly a complete indoctrination for oper- 
ating these rear-engine jobs. 


Actually, Bessie and I came to terms later that 
afternoon in two slow laps around the Solitude 
race course. Slow—we were passed by 2 bicycles 
and a scooter, but since I haven’t much heart for 
racing, we were content just to become acquaint- 
ed. (This heartlessness was further confirmed 
the next afternoon when my girlish zeal induced 
me into a fast lap around the course in one of 
the factory RSK’s. I don’t know if anyone 
clocked that lap, but I can say with authority 
that recovery time was 49 minutes flat for me.) 


During the first 50 miles of wheeling Bessie 
around the German countryside, there were sev- 
eral fleeting moments of that terrible feeling that 
I had a tiger by the tail—and if you can stand 
a mixed metaphor—that I had bitten off a good 
deal more than I could chew, much less swallow. 
But as trepidation in the first 5 miles developed 
into comfort, the comradeship between Bessie and 
me blossomed into a full-blown friendship half 
any through Switzerland on the St. Gotthard 

ass. 


St. Gotthard has been described by one of 
the PCAers as a vertical gymkhana. Too true. 
Typically, you have a straight run of about 
300-500 yards at a 10% grade, then a switchback 
and another 500 yards or so of straightway on 
about the same grade. And so on over brick 
cobbles in the turns until you reach the summit. 














As you stand near the top and look down, the 
road looks suspiciously like a spiral staircase 
that has been flattened against the side of the 
mountain. 


But it was during that climb that Bessie and 
I became a team—a car that was ready to 
respond to my slightest command, and that in 
turn could communicate by the sound of her 
motor or the squeal of tires when she was pro- 
testing the current gearing or steering. It was 
a feeling that will probably never again be dupli- 
cated—that first sensation of unity with a ma- 
chine that for me was utterly new and unique. 


Perhaps this feeling of one-ness with his car 
comes to every Porsche owner. It certainly must 
to those who race. Maybe the sensation happens 
to most of us so slowly that we are not really 
aware of its happening. But for me, it occurred 
with a sudden and startling clarity—and seemed 
a moment to be shared with others who had felt 
it too. 


Bessie and I are great friends now. I will 
certainly never know of all the things that make 
her tick, and may never ask her to extend herself 
in a race, but I appreciate her enthusiastic but 
controlled response to my foot and hand. 


We'll be friends a long time.

Rumor has it that the Solitude race course 
outside of Stuttgart will be the scene of a Grand 
Prix race when the new Formula I rules go into 
effect. This new Formula will be a natural for 
Porsche . . . When the fireworks exhibition was 
held in Stuttgart, while the PCAers and Porsche 
people were having their big welcoming banquet, 
it was remarked by several Porsche officials that 
Mercedes was toasting a tribute to Porsche and 
the PCAers. . . .
